M R. ADLAI STEVENSON’S strongly worded con¬ 
demnation of the Illogical and belligerent atti¬ 
tudes expressed by the majority of black African re¬ 
publics over the U^.-Belgian icscue mission to The 
Congo clearly marks the end at the honeymoon period 
lie tween the Johnson administration and the emerging 
African states. 

Perhaps it if as well that this be ea For long 
yean the United States government has been encour¬ 
aging the backward nations of Africa to seek their 
independence (often against the advice of European 
governments well experienced in the way of Africa 
and its inhabitants); bolstering the economies at the 
fledgling republics, and pouring billions of do Oars into 
the dark continent to create schools, hospitals, colleges 
and new industries. 

For Its pains and costs Washington has received 
nothing but abuse and ridicule. It Is interesting to 
note that the African nations most vociferous in their 
attack upon the United States for the part it played 
In The Congo rescue operation are those who have 
received the most financial and tec hn ic a l aid from 
America. 

Ghana, which has received more than 5200,000,- 
000 aid from the United States, is among the most 
vituprrous critics of the American action In The 
T'ongo. Kenya. Zambia. Malawi and Tanzania, the 
Sudan and Abyssinia have also scored the United 
States before the General Assembly of the United Na¬ 
tions—yet each has been the recipient of generous 
assistance from Washington. 

It b sad to relate that most of the African na¬ 
tions mentioned here are also members of the Com¬ 
monwealth and even sadder to report that only one 
Commonwealth nation—Nigeria—had the courage or 
the will to back up Mr. Stevenson's counter to the 
Unfounded charges put before the United Nations. 

It has taken a great deal to cause the United 
States to open its eyes to what b happening In Africa 
theat days. How much WUI it take to bring the Com¬ 
monwealth to the same realization? 

All That Glisters... 

"POVERTY cannot be accurately defined in terms of 
* income alone, as we observed recently in connec¬ 
tion with the findings of the Agricultural Rehabilita¬ 
tion and Development Administration on rural want 
baaed on thb kind of measurement. Without casting 
doubt on the high general letel of prosperity in thb 
country, and particularly in British Columbia, it might 
be suggested also that ownership of goods regarded 
bv a large part of the world as luxurious b not ne¬ 
cessarily and not always an Indicator of wealth or 
anything like it 

We have in mind the Dominion Bureau of Sta¬ 
tistics figures cited In the B.C. Bulletin of the Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce for December. The bulletin notes 
that a DBS survey last May showed that 74 per cent 
of Canadbn households had cars, and 12 per cent had 
two or more; that 88.1 per cent had telephones, 91 
per cent had television sets, 96 per cent had radio*, 
20.7 per cent had automatic washers. 86 per cent used 
electricity for cooking, 95 per cent had electric refrig¬ 
erators and 20.4 per cent had home freezers. 

In the broad picture these figures portray a high 
and advancing standard of living with unquestioned 
verity. But one can hardly escape thinking of some 
of the ramshackle homes to be seen in the country- 
aide where the automatic washing machine stands on 
a rickety front porch or in the yard beside the two 
cars, or of some of the dilapidated roofs over which 
television antennas rise in the cities. In many cases 
the "luxuries”—even If second or tenth hand they may 
have lost much of their lustre and utility—weem to 
come ahead of the necessities of safe, healthful and 
comfortable living. 

That all but an eleventh of Canadian households 
now have TV and all but a twentieth have radios and 
electric refrigerator* is atUI rather astounding. But, 
as Shakespeare said, aQ that gibten b not gold. 

Keeping the Lean 

T HE RUSSIANS are making a bid to come to the 
rescue of the famous Leaning Tower of Pisa. 
They have formed a committee to save It from top¬ 
pling to the ground. 

Not that the tower b about to fall, although It 
might. It has been sloping languidly for centuries, 
but the tilt is gradually becoming more pronounced 
and has reached dangerous proportions. 

Just recently the Italian government authorized 
a commission to organise an International competition 
Inviting projects for the consolidation of Pin's archi¬ 
tectural masterpiece. The Soviet t’hlon alms to get 
Into the act. Leave it them and the job will be done; 
Ho doubt also as allegedly one more triumph for Com¬ 
munist philosophy. 

Ideas have not been lacking from other sources. 
One suggestion was to freeze the ground on which 
the tower is based. Another piquant proposal was to 
erect a big bronze statue alongside on which the tower 
could lean for the rest of Its days. 

The trouble is that the distinctive character of 
the tower, that which has given it its fame, must be 
retained. And authorities are afraid lest the cure 
might be more damaging than the present risk of falL 
Attempts to strengthen the structure might only ac¬ 
celerate its demise. 

The new Russian committee for instance says that 
Soviet engineers have straightened up lots of things 
—walls, towers, mosques, e! al. But the cry^ of the 
problem is that Pisa doesn’t want its chief attraction 
straightened, simply kept from inclining any more. 

If it were straightened it wouldn’t be a leaning 
lower and its magic would he gone.

soil. Mind you, I wouldn't disturb a 
plant which is completely dormant, 
nor one in full bloom. 

Always scratch a little—not all—of 
the old soil away from the root ball 
before repotting Into a larger con¬ 
tainer, and 1 think you'll find that an 
old dinner fork la Just about the ideal 
Implement for this. If the roots are 
curled up Into a tight ball, tease a 
few of the root ends free from the 
mass so they will penetrate more 
readily into the new soil, dive one 
good watering after repotting to 
settle the soil, then go easy on the 
water until new growth starts, 
a a • 

When your greenhouse plants 
need pruning, either to induce bushy 
growth or to restrict their size. It is 
often possible to use the prunings as 
slips to start more plant*. Here again, 
midwinter isn't the Ideal time to 
root cuttings, but there is a surpris¬ 
ingly large number of plants which 
will make roots at any time of the 
year. especially If they are given a 
little bottom heat. 

Included among these easy rooters 
are the Christmas cactus, kalanchoe. 
hoys and the seduma. Foliage plants 
too. such as the heart-leaf philoden¬ 
dron, coleus and Wandering Jew will 


put forth roots readily if inserted In 
damp vermlculite. perlite. Turf-Aid, 
peat moss, or any combination of 
these materials. Any plant which has 
the strawberry-like habit of pushing 
out runners ia especially easy to 
propagate. I am thinking particularly 
of Saxafraga sarmentoae, the so- 
called Strawberry Geranium or # 
Mother of Thousands, the Eptocia or - 
Flame Violet, and Chlornphytum 
datum or Spider Plant.

Anothrr operation that should be 
canted out ruthlessly at this season 
of the year is the spacing out of the 
plants to give a free circulation of 
air among and between them. Even 
an experienced greenhouse buff is 
apt to forget how enthusiastically our 
plants put on growth under glass, 
and first thing you know, everything 
la Jammed up rloae together. 

This Is Just asking for trouble 
from mildew, which starts up almost 
overnight and spread* Uke wildfire 
under conditions of still, non moving 
air. While It requires considerable 
strength of character to give per¬ 
fectly healthy plants the old he*\e- 
ho. it Is often necessary for the 
proper spacing and well-being of tba 
remaining occupants of the green¬ 
house.

elected Italy's first Socialist 
president. His victory came on 
the 21st ballot. The term is 
•evm years. 

Saragat. 66. succeeds Chris¬ 
tian Democrat Antonio Segnl, 
who retired because ot ill 
health. 


He has been foreign minister 
in Italy's centre - left coalition 
government, which is dominated 
by the Christian Democrats. 

The difficulties in electing a 
new chief of state had been un¬ 
precedented in Italian history 
Saragat rinally wooed and won’ 
backing from the Communists 
he had fought for years. The 
25.1 votes of that party,' the sec¬ 
ond-largest in Parliament, put 
him over. 


Christian Democrats also gen¬ 
erally voted for Saragat, the 
favorite of three leftist parties 
aligned with them under Pre¬ 
mier Aldo More.

The new champion espouses the Black Muslim cause, 
changes his name to Muhammad Ali, takes a bride, and 
gets a hernia. The old champion gets pinched for Illegal 
possession of a ftiqarm. 

The World Boxing Association declares the globe and 
its satellites off-limits for Liston and Clay, "vacates" the 
heavyweight championship, and expels Liston from the 
human race. Massachusetts beats out other WBA states in 
a race for the Clay-Uston rematch and sanctions It as a 4 
title bout. 

Boxing on network television breathes its last. 

The WBA designate* leading contenders to fight an 
elimination tournament for the “vacant” title. Cleveland 
Williams, a top WBA contender, gets shot In the stomach 
by a cop who says the fighter resisted arrest.

Because of the unexpected finiah in Miami Beach 
last February and the doubts that were left unresolved, 
the return would be about 9-5 in the betting, cJoann In 
year*.
